We  guarantee  a  correct  likeness  in  all  cases  of  the  small  pictures  sent  to  be  copied 
and  finished  to  correspond  in  quality  with  grade  ordered.  When'  a  customer  is  not 
suited  and  the  delivery  cannot  be  made,  always  return  the  portrait  with  the  small 
photo,  wrapped  so  they  will  not  be  injured,  and  state  explicitly  in  detail  every  point 
your  (Uistomer  would  lilce  improved.  Kemeraber,  difl^erent  persons  look  at  a  picture 
differently,  but  it  is  your  customer  we  must  please,  so  state  in  detail  your  customer's 
criticisms,  and  a  portrait  can  invariabh^  be  altered  and  made  to  suit.  Should  they 
claim  the  likeness  lost,  don't  think  it  sufficient  to  tell  us  tliat  alone,  but  state  what 
features  are  wrong,  whether  ej'es,  nose,  mouth,  or  where  the  objection  lies.  Alterations 
are  made  free. 

In  case  your  customer  is  a  crank  and  will  not  allow  us  to  alter  it  to  suit  them,  then 
it  is  a  rejected  portrait  and  as  such  is^of  no  value  to  us.  Any  rejected  portrait  is 
credited  on  the  agent's  next  bill.  We  will  stand  the  loss  on  anj^  rejected  portrait 
through  fault  of  our  artists,  but  portraits  lost  through  the  removal  or  change  in  cir- 
cumstances of  a  customer  the  agent  must  lose.

We  can  copy  one  out  of  a  group  bust. 

We  can  copj^  from  any  photograph,  tintype,  daguerreotype,  ambrotype.     In  fact  we 
can  copy  from  any  kind  of  a  picture,  if  not  faded  or  damaged  too  much. 


Put  all  Instructions  for  Copying  on  Envelope 

Remember,  we  have  to  make  the  picture:  they  cannot  be  kept  in  .stock. 

We  pay  no  express  or  freight  charges  on  anything  shipped  from  us. 

Should  you  wish  one  or  more  than  one  copy  like  the  first,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
send  back  both  copy  and  original.  Making  so  many  pictures  daily  it  is  impossible  for 
us  to  remember  the  exact  style  of  finish,  or  size  of  head,  unless  we  have  the  first  copy  to 
pattern  after. 

Make  as  few  changes  as  possible,  especially  in  anything  pertaining  to  the  features. 
Such  changes  are  apt  to  alter  the  looks  of  the  picture  that,  when  delivering,  it  is  not  so 
likely  to  please  as  if  no  changes  had  been  made.  Slight  changes  in  clothing  often  make 
a  great  improvement  in  a  picture.  You  will  consult  your  own  judgment,  however,  and 
advise  your  customers  accordingly.  We  are  always  willing  to  make  anj^  change  from 
original  that  may  be  required  of  us.  with  all  the  skill  and  taste  which  only  artists  of 
long  experience  can  produce,  and  without  extra  charge:  but  when  the  whole  appear- 
ance of  a  picture  has  to  be  changed,  as  in  opening  the  eyes  of  a  corpse  picture,  we  shall 
positively  run  no  risk.  Pictures  of  this  kind  will  receive  our  most  careful  attention 
and  everything  will  be  done  that  artistic  skill  can  do  to  make  them  give  satisfaction. 

All  copied  pictures  are  designed  to  hang  on  the  wall.  Many  pictures,  condemned 
on  first  inspection  would  please  if  they  would  look  at  them  where  they  are  intended  to 
be  looked  at,  on  the  wall ;  just  the  same  with  these  as  with  oil  paintings  and  engravings, 
you  do  not  examine  them  closely  but  stand  off"  some  distance  in  order  to  get  the  proper 
effect.
